only resembles these drugs chem­ 
ically bul pharmacologically—that 
is a fifty-cent word meaning that 
it affects the body In a similar 
manner. 
The principal effect of alcohol 
is revealed by Its attack on the 
higher nerve centers in the brain. 
Thus to drink it to anesthetize 
our central region of body and 
mental control. 
This, then, is the reason pro­ 
fessional safety workers and po­ 
licing agents so strongly urge 
greater control over the drinking 
driver, He should be looked upon 
fvir w hit he is—a potential mur­ 
derer.

Get Social Security 


Many self employed farmers in 
the Hamlin area have been asking, 
"HOU- long mast I work under 
social security to qualify for bene­ 
fits?" according to R. R. Tuley 
Jr.. district manager of th* Abi­ 
lene social security office. 
In answer to this question, Tu­ 
ley «tatod, “A self employed farm 
and ranch operator who reaches 
age 65 before April I, 1958, can 
establish entitlement to benefits 
lf he has social security credit for 
as little as two years during the 
Birse years 1965, 1966 and 1957." 
For those who reach retirement 
ag* or die on or after April I, 
8968, th# required years of credit 
will vary from as little as two to 
ae much as IO years, depending on 
the individual's date of birth or 
date of death. Th* Social Secur­ 
ity Administration has a booklet, 
OASI-35 whish contains a table 
bv cdr ch the requirement# tan be 
determined by any individual now 
or st any given lime in the future. 
Th* booklet ie free for Bit asking. 
Tuley cautioned that self em­ 
ployed farmers end rancher* must 
report and pay the self employ­ 
ment tax to receive credit toward 
social security. 
Th* report Is a 
pert of th* federal inoom* tan re­ 
turn and ie filed annually with 
th# district director of intern*! 
revenue. 
By paying hie self em­ 
ployment tax the farmer builds 
soial security protection for his 
old age or for his family in case 
of his death.

||P»One of the principal reasons 
given is that such drivers are pro­ 
f i t e d by the obvious symptoms 
of the ordinary drunk, thus, the 
■feral drinker m ay go undetected 
until he makes a miscalculation. 
The original report of the sur­ 
vey was released by the Associa­ 
tion of Casualty and Surety Com­ 
panies and was accompanied by a 
itrong plea for (I) Total absti­ 
nence behind the wheel; t2) uni­ 
form legislation;

Self-Employed Farm 
And Ranch Men M ay 
Get Social Security 


Many self employed farm ers in 
the Hamlin area have been asking, 
“How' long m ust I work under 
social security to qualify for bene­ 
fits?” according to R. R. Tuley 
Jr., district m anager of th# Abi­ 
lene social security office. 
In answer to this question, T u­ 
ley stated, "A self employed farm 
and ranch operator who reaches 
age 65 before April I, 1958, can 
establish entitlem ent to benefits 
lf be has social security credit for 
as little as two years during the 
three years 1955, 1956 and 1957." 
For those who reach retirem ent 
age or die on or after April I, 
J958, the required years of credit 
frill vary from as little as two to 
as much as IO years, depending on 
•he individual’s date of birth or 
date of death. 
The Social Secur­ 
ity Administration has a booklet, 
OA1I-35 which contains a table 
by ndnch the requirem ents san be 
determined by any Individual now 
or at any given time in the future. 
The booklet is free for the asking. 
Tuley cautioned that self em ­ 
ployed farmers and ranchers must 
report and pay the self employ­ 
ment tax to ractivt credit toward 
social security. 
The repent is a 
part of the federal income tax re­ 
turn and is filed annually with 
the district director of Internal 
revenue. 
By paying his calf em­ 
ployment tax the farm er builds 
toial security protection for his 
old age or for his family in case 
of his death.
